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TEXAN URGES GOV- 
ERNOR MILLER TO 
AID COTTON PLAN 


MONTGOMBERY, Noy. 10.—The 
South is looking to Gov. Miller of 
Alabama to point the way out of 
its cotton problem. 

This was the meat of a declara-| 
tion yesterday by J. EB. MeDonald, | 
Texas Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, following a conference with 
Gov, Miller at the Capitol. 

“Gov. Sterling, in common with 
the chief executives of other cotton 
growing States, regards Gov. Mil-| 
ler as a great and outstanding law- 
yer with whose aid a plan can be 
worked out for reduction of cotton 
acreage next year that will be 
agreeable to all and will stand the 
test of the courts,’ he said. 

The Texas official who attended 
the recent conference in Birming- 
ham at which the matter of addi- 
tional uses of cotton was discuss- 
ed at considerable length, said he 
was requested by Gov. Ross Sterl- 
ing to pay a personal call upon 
Gov. Miller before returning home, 
and confer with him regarding the 
Cotton States Conference to be 
held in Jackson, Miss., on Nov. 23. 

At this meeting efforts will he 
made to evolve a uniform plan for 
application in all States that pro- 
duce cotton, that will effect a. re- 
duction in the acreage planted to 
this crop in 19382. While Texas 
has already sponsored a plan which 
it is estimated will result in a re- 
duction of approximately 50 per 
cent in that State, Commissioner 
McDonaid said that if a better plan 
can be worked out at the forth- 
coming meeting in Jackson, Texas 
will gladly accept it. 

Purpose Of Call 

The main purpose of the Com- 
missioner’s call on Goy. Miller was 
to request that he appoint delegates 
to the Jackson meeting; and that 
he personally head the Alabama 
delegation. Gov. Miller expressed 
his regret that he would be un- 
able to attend the conference in 
person, on account of pressing mat- 
ters of state here that demand his 
attention. He assured the Com- 
missioner, however, that he is 
ready, and willing at all times to 
do everything in his power to aid 
in the solution of the cotton prob- 
lem. 

Before acting in the matter of 
appointing delegates to the, meet- 
ing in Mississippi on November 23, 
Gov. Miller told the Texas official 
he would confer with Commission- 
er of Agriculture and Industries 
Seth P. Storrs. . Commissioner 
Storrs is at present confined to his 
home with a severe cold, and it 
will probably be several days be- 
fore he can resume his duties at 
the Department and Gov, Miller 
can have an opportunity to talk 
with him. 

The Texas Commissioner had 
planned to confer with Commis- 
sioner Storrs yesterday before go- 
ing to see the Governor. Finding 
Mr. Storrs out when he arrived at 
the Department, Commissioner Mc- 
Donald conferred for a time with 
F. W. Gist, State and Federal ag- 
ricultural statistician, who accom- 
panied him to the Capitol as a rep- 
resentative of Mr. Storrs, and for- 
mally introduced the visitor to 
Goy. Miller. 

Accompanying McDonald 

In addition to Mr. Gist, Com- 
missioner McDonald was accompa- 
nied to the State House by a com- 
mittee of prominent planters, in- 
cluding the following: D, I. Dera- 
mus, Deatsville; Will Howard 
Smith, Prattville; Jack McLemore, 
Montgomery, and W. O. Jackson, 
Wadley. 

In the course of an interview 
following his talk with Gov. Mil- 
ler, the Texas Commissioner sai¢ 
that the present cotton holding 
‘movement cannot, in his judgment, 
bring about any substantial in- 
crease in prices without the adop- 
tion by the cotton States of some 
plan that will provide a prospect 
for acreage reduction next year. 
The holding of cotton, he pointed 
out, does not in itself affect the 
available supply of the staple. 

With overproduction of cotton 
and other products of the soil send- 
ing prices to new low levels, there 
appears to be considerable appre- 
hension in some quarters that dur- 
ing the approaching session of Con- 
gress, further legislation may be 
adopted providing additional cred- 
its to farmers to an extent that 
may result in another overprodur- 
tion on tre farms in 1982. Such 
legislation would be ‘‘worse than 
the dole,” those who oppose it con- 
tend, it is understood,

I believe that the saving of fer- 
tilizer is the most neglected thing 
on the average Coffee County farm. 
Fertilizer is very necessary and 
we need all of it we can get, yet 
many of us do not turn our hands 
to save the very thing we need 
most. Your barn should be filled 
with something as a filler and there 
are a lot of things that will do for 
this. Oak leaves is about the best 
thing I know of. Pine straw is 
good if you cannot do better. Cane 
fodder or cane pummies will do 
if you cannot get something else. 
You should put in about two feet 
of this filler and then allow your 
mules to tromp it all the winter. 
Your cow stall should have the 
same thing. Then when spring 
comes you will have a lot of fine 
fertilizer that does not cost you 
a dime. If you have some land 
that grows oak trees, it will pay 
you to go out and rake up the 
top of the ground, taking leaves, 
stocks, trash and what not and put 
it in your barn. It will all make 
good fertilizer.

The best barn filler I know of 
is saw dust. Of course, there is 
no value in the dust, but it ab- 
sorbs the fertilizer and when you 
put it out it is just as good ferti- 
lizer as the fertilizer itself. When 
you fill your barn with saw dust 
you are sure that you will have 
a lot of fertilizer that can be put 
out easily. It puts out almost as 
evenly as guano. It is always 
erumbly and light and you can 
make it go a long ways. The one 
thing we always need to do is to 
make our barn fertilizer go just 
as far as possible. It will pay you 
better to put it over your whole 
farm rather than put it on a few 
acres. Do not put barn fertilizer 
too heavy, The smallest amount 
that you can put out will do some 
mood. If you have it thick you 
are bound to lose some of it in 
leaching out, Try putting your 
fertilizer on as much land as pos- 
sible instead of trying to put it 
all on a few acres. Tt will pay 
you to spread it out.

If there is a nice pile of 
saw dust near you, go and haul 
about twenty loads and put it in 
your barns. Then pen your cows 
every night and watch your ferti- 
iizer pile grow. If you have a level 
cow lot and if you are too lazy to 
take up your cow pen fertilizer, 
then cover the ground with saw 
dust and you will at least have 
some fertilizer next spring. 
KK ROK 
Did you ever notice about how 
careless We are about penning cows 
at night? Every cow on the place 
should be penned each night and 
all the droppings saved. Just lots 
of us are too lazy to pen our own 
cows at night. I have seen them 
lying around the homes of good 
farmers just as if they were not 
worth noticing. If other folks have 
cows around your barn at night 
just pen them, too. It is better 
for you to have the fertilizer than 
for it to go to waste. The man 
who has a good bunch of cows and 
who saves all the fertilizer possible 
from them will not need to buy 
any next spring. 
OR KOR KK 
There was a good man in my 
office this week and he told me 
about his cows. He said he was 
getting about seven gallons of milk 
each day from two cows, I call 
that good business. It was Mr. 
John Kendrick, who lives out near 
Pine Level. He also says that Mr. 
H. I. Boland bought a registered 
Jersey bull many years ago, but 
that you can tell the good he did 
in every bunch of cows in the com- 
munity. Mr. Kendrick says that 
it would be hard to estimate the 
good that was done by Mr. Boland 
buying the good bull. He says his 
community is full of good cows 
and that they are better cows than 
the ones owned by those who live 
away from that community. 
AOR FOR POR 
Well, we are going to be ready 
to give some community that Jer- 
sey bull in about two weeks: Won’t 
somebody make a suggestion as to 
the best method to be used in de- 
ciding which community shall have 
him? A nice bull that would sell 
for $125.00 is worth going after 
and I hope the boys will get busy 
and show their interest.

a thousand miles north of us have 
been experiencing an abnormally 
warm Fall with plenty of rain, as 
the following excerpt from the 
Bethany (Mo.) Republican-Clipper 
will show: (Bethany is located 
within a few miles of the Towa 
state line.) 

“Ts this section to have a dupli- 
cation of the winter of 1930-31, 
when no time did the temperature 
here drop to zero? 

“This fall has been even warmer 
than the one of the year before, 
October passing without a killing 
frost, and temperatures for the 
month being higher than any other 
October within remembrance, 

“The average date when a kill- 
ing frost may be expected in Har- 
rison County is around October 15, 
Several days after this a very slight 
frost was noticed here, but so far 
as its effect was concerned, it was 
not to be seen except in the chang- 
ing color of some of the leaves; 
and that, in part, was due to the 
close of the seasonal life. 

“Sunday morning, which was 
November 1, a heavy frost cover- 
ed vegetation, and the temperature 
here dropped to 82 degrees. At 
the Wayside greenhouses, where 
official weather records are kept 
and observations are made, it is 
said that traces of ice were notice- 
able on shallow pools of water. Yet 
garden vegetables and flowers seem 
to have passed this almost untouch- 
ed, for some reason not easy to 
explain, Perhaps it did not re- 
main that cold for more than a 
few minutes. 

“The warm fall is nearing a rec- 
ord, but just how near has not yet 
been determined by an examina- 
tion of past weather records. Daily 
newspapers said a few days ago 
that only four times in the last 22 
years has it chanced that this sec- 
tion has not had a killing frost he- 
fore November 1.”

Reviewing the work of the Red 
Cross in relieving distress caused 
by the drouth, Commissioner Storrs 
declared that it expended $299,- 
265.78 in the State last year. Food 
valued at $176,185.24 was furnish- 
ed to 29,972 families, clothing 
worth $9,081.49 to 2,862 families, 
and $720.14 worth of feed for 
livestock to 203 families, while 
$40,095.07 worth of garden seed 
were furnished 58,574 families. 
“In addition to this it furnished 
14,854 lunches to 458 school chil- 
dren, $1,182.18 for yeast for pel- 
lagra control, $1,656.78 for other 
medical aid and $1,608.53 for fam-

A $60,000,000 BRIDGE 


Another wonder of the modern 
world has been completed and dedi- 
cated to the use of man—the new 
$60,000,000 George Washington 
Bridge, linking New Jersey with 
New York City, which is the great. 
est suspension span ever erected, 
3,500 feet long. 

It is suspended from two giant 
towers 635 feet high, these towers 
requiring 40,000 tons of steel. On 
the New Jersey side the cables are 
anchored to the solid rock of the 
Palisades, on the New York side 
they are held in place by a block 
of masonry weighing 260,600 tons.

THE FIRST PHONOGRAPH 


a letter written a few years 
ago, Thomas A. Edison said: “I 
conceived the idea of recording 
and reproducing human speech and 
other sounds on July 18, 1877.” 

Mr. Edison went on to say that 
he worked on his first model of 
the first phonograph during the fol- 
lowing two months that “this first 
model was entirely successful.’”’ He 
also declared that this model com- 
prised all the basie principles which

GARFIELD ANNIVERSARY 


November 19 marks the 100th 
anniversary of the birth of James 
Abram Garfield, twentieth Presi- 
dent of the United States, and the 
second chief executive of the na- 
tion to meet death at the hands of 
an assassin. 

Garfield’s early life was spent on 
a farm in Ohio, where the poverty 
of his family and lack of opportu- 
nities in that day prevented his ob- 
taining much schooling as a boy. 
He worked on a canal boat and as 
a carpenter, finally being able to 
attend Williams College, from 
which he was graduated in 1856. 
He was president of Hiram Insti- 
tute from 1857 to 1861, and sery- 
ed as a member of the Ohio state 
senate, 

He was made a lieutenant colonel 
of volunteers at the outbreak of 
the Civil War and rose to the rank

Ohio in 1868, serving as such un- 
til his inauguration as President 
in 1881. 

On July 1, 1881, after less than 
four months in the White House, 
President Garfield was shot at a 
railroad station in Washington by 
Charles J. Guiteau, a dissappointed 
office-seeker, and died from the 
effects of the wound on September 
19 at Hiberon, N. J. Guiteau was 
hanged on June 80, 1882, 

While a Congressman, Garficld 
was accused with others of accept- 
ing a bribe in connection with the 
Credit Mobilier, a financial enter- 
prise, but no corruption was ever 
proved, and it is generally believed 
that the charge was false. In any 
event, it did not prevent his elec- 
tion to the presidency, although the 
yumor was used against him dur- 
ing the campaign. He received 214 
electoral votes, while General Han- 
cock, his Democratic opponent, re- 
ceived 155. 

Garfield’s short time as President 
was marked by a bitter controver- 
sy over appointments with leaders 
of his own party, and their attacks 
on him were thought by many to 
have influenced his assassin. Upon 
his death he was succeeded in of- 
fice by Vice-President Chester A. 
Arthur. 


GREELEY’S HANDWRITING 
Many stories have been told 
about Horace Greeley’s notoriously 
poor handwriting, which was a con- 
stant nightmare to his associates, 
and especially to the printers, on 
the old New York Tribune. 

One printer, being given a Gree- 
ley manuscript to set up for the 
first time, exclaimed: “My God 
if Belshazzar had seen this writing 
on the wall he would have been 
more terrified than he was.’’ Later 
it is said, Greeley wrote to the fore- 
man, directing that the printer be 
discharged because he made so 
many typographical errors. The 
printer got hold of the note be- 
fore leaving, and carried it to the 
foreman of another newspaper as 
a recommendation—and got a job 
immediately. 

Once Greeley was invited to lec- 
ture in Sandwich, Ill. He wrote 
that as he was overworked and 
would be sixty years old on the fol 
lowing February third, he felt un- 
able to take the engagement. After 
much labor in deciphering the let- 
ter, the committee replied that they 
would be glad to have him lecture 
on February third, and that the 
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RED GROSS RELIEF IN 
13 DISASTERS IN YEAR 


Forest Fires, Plagues, Storms, 
Earthquakes, as Well as 
Drought, Call for Help. 


The forest fires which have raged 
fn Idaho and other western sections 
this year have presented a serious 
disaster—one of a number, In addi: 
tion to the enormous drought relief 
problem, which have been met by 
the American Red Cross relief 
forces, 

Suffering, faith and courage are 
contained in a story coming from 
the Priest River section In Idaho, 
told by a volunteer Red Cross work- 
eras follows: 

"Picture a happy little homestead 
near the banks of Priest river in 
northern Idaho, While father, with 
a little son tagging at his heels, fs 
out tending crops and adding to the 
clearing, mother fs at home making 
preparations for another arrival. 
Then comes the fire demon, sweep 
ing all in its path. While father 
lights to protect his little home, the 
stork announces it arrival, 

“Mother and baby are bundled in

+ quilt and loaded on a truck for 
the race through the flaming forest 
father drives the truc and the lit 
tle boy sits at his mother’s side, 
brushing away the sparks Which fall 
Hike: rain upon the improvised lit 
er, 

To the Red Cross worker, the 
nother expressed her anxiety to 
‘eturn to the hills to rehabilitate the 
little homestead, All they possessed 
was lost in the forest fires. The Red 
Cross aided all of the families and 
is working to help them rebuild 
their homes, 

Altogether seventy-nine disasters 
called for Red Cross help and money 
during the year just closed. Aside 
from the drought, which required 
services of volunteer workers num: 
bering more than 60,000, and a 


drought relief fund of more than 
$15,000,000, of which $5,000,000 came 
from the national Red Cross treas- 
ury, help was given in 22 fires, 13 
tornadoes, eight storms and eight 
floods, six forest fires, four earth:

three typhoons and three epidemics, 
two cloudbursts, and one each hur- 
ricane, mine cave-in and railroad ac- 
cident. 

Aside from a major catastrophe, 
such as the drought, when the whole 
public was asked to contribute funds 
for relief, Red Cross relief in these 
disasters was met from the organ- 
ization’s funds and from special lo- 
cal contributions, Part of each mem:

Chapters at the roll call period from 
Armistice Day to Thanksgiving Day, 
goes toward this important work.

ANCIENT CLUB RULES

centuries ago. 

In that day the rule was stated 
thus: ‘None shall be admitted in- 
to the club that is in the same trade 
with any member in it.” 

Some other rules of the Specta- 
tor Club, however, find no counter= 
part among the modern regulations 
governing the Rotary, Kiwanis and 
similar organizations, but they are 
nevertheless interesting, the follow- 
ing being examples: 

“If any member swears or curs- 
es, his neighbor may give him a 
kick upon the shins. 

“If any member tells stories in 
the club that are not true, he shall 
forfeit for every third lie a half 
penny, 

“If any member brings his wife 
into the club, he shall pay for what- 
ever she drinks or smokes. 

“If any member’s wife comes to 
fetch him from the club, she shall 
speak to him outside the door.” 

The last rule was considered 
quite necessary in a day when 
there were no telephones, and may 
have enabled a timorous husband 
to escape by the back door while 
a faithful steward assured his wife 
that he was not in.

There has been published the in- 
teresting autobiography of H. 
Rider Haggard, the English novel-

BEWARE OF IMITATIONS 
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BIOLOGICAL WONDERS 


Stunted children may be devel- 
oped to normal size in future thru 
scientific means, according to a 
prediction by Dr. Oscar Riddle, 
noted biologist, who recently re- 
lated over the radio some of the 
results of experiments with ani- 
mals and humans. 

By the use of substances derived 
from certain glands of animals, 
some surprising developments have 
been produced. Through special 
feeding mice have been made to 
grow to twice their normal size. 
Salamanders, rats and dogs have 
been greatly increased in size, and 
in some instances human dwarfs 
have shown marked growth under 
treatment with “hormones’’ from 
thyroid or pituitary glands of oxen 
and sheep, 

Undersized humans of the fu- 
ture may not have to go through 
life as ‘frunts’” if, as Dr. Riddle 
believes, the hormone treatment 
shall be successfully developed. 
Much further experimenting will 
be necessary, however, before such 
treatment becomes available for 
general use. 

Some other interesting labo1a- 
tory experiments and their results 
were enumerated by Dr. Riddle. It 
was found that by shaking up cer- 
tain eggs they would develop with- 
‘out fertilization by a male parent. 
Tadpoles developed eye lenses from 
skin taken from their backs. Re- 
frigeration of the skin of a white 
rabbit caused it to turn black and 
grow black hair. Sex of many ani- 
mals can be controlled and re- 
versed. 

These are only a few of the 
strange things accomplished by 
scientists in recent years. And 
there is no telling what they may 
do next. 


BASEBALL’S OLD ROMAN 


In the death of Charles A. Com- 
iskey, owner of the Chicago White 
Sox, a few days ago, at the age of 
78, organized baseball lost one of 
its few remaining pioneers, The 
“Old Roman,” as he was affection- 
ately called, was the only man in 
major league history to rise from 
player to sole owner of a team, 
franchise and park. 

Comiskey began his major 
league career 50 years ago as first 
baseman for the St. Louis Browns 
of the old American Association 
at $125 a month, He later became 
manager of the team and won four 
straight league championships; also 
one world’s championship, and tied 
for another. 

He was one of the founders of 
the American League in 1900, 
from which time until his death he 
led the White Sox as manager or 
owner, winning five league pen- 
nants and two worltl’s series. 

Comiskey’s greatest disappoint- 
ment came in 1919, when sever 
members of his team were convict- 
ed of throwing the world’s series 
to the inferior Cincinnati club of 
the National League, having been 
bribed by gamblers. This scandal 
for a time threatened to wreck 
professional baseball, but Comis- 
ey’s prompt action in firing the 
offending players was the deciding

factor in restoring public confi- 
dence in the game, 

Among the many tributes paid 
to Comiskey at his deatah was this 
from President Heydler of the 
American Legue: ‘‘No one ever 
did more to preserve the honesty 
and integrity of baseball than Com- 
iskey. He took a courageous stand 
after the 1919 world series in pros- 
ecuting the dishonest players of the 
White Sox. He sacrificed his health 
and much of his wealth in that 
vigorous action that did much to 
help the national game.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF. FORM 


Building permit reports received 
by the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
of the U. S. Department of Labor 
from 345 identical cities, each hav- 
ing a population of 25,000 or more, 
showed that there was an in- 
crease of 6.4 per cent in the num- 
ber of buildings and a decrease of 
29.2 per cent in the estimated cost 
of buildings during the month of 
September as compared with Au- 
gust, 1931. 


A slight but gratifying gain in 
employment in the United States 
was reported by the Associated 
Press. The news brought fresh en- 
couragement to the public in gen- 
eral and to workers in particular, 
If the gain becomes widespread 
and continues to expand until all 
who want work and are capable of 
working find steady employment at 
satisfactory wages “Old Man De- 
pression” will disappear.
